BIOGRAPHY. 

My Life. Wagner began the compilation 
of his reminiscences at the age of fifty-five, 
and for this purpose he made use of the 
notes which he had kept continuously, and 
which were later destroyed. The “Memoirs’ 
cover the years 1813-1864. The actual writ¬ 
ing took place between the years 1868-1873? 
and in compiling them, as Wagner tells us 
himself, he was able to make use of the ex¬ 
actly dated memoranda which he had kept 
without interruption from the year 1835. 
Frederick Nietzsche read the proofs for him. 
The printer was enjoined by Wagner to the 
strictest secrecy, and only French compositors 
unacquainted with the German language were 
employed. By these means any indiscretion 
was guarded against, and even after his 
death the secret was well kept by the family. 
For the present work, one of the printed 
copies in Wagner’s possession, with manu¬ 
script corrections, was used. The great ar¬ 
tist tells about his life and his work simply 
and clearly, with a remarkable sense of real¬ 
ity, and with admirable power of literary 
expression. Houston Stewart Chamberlain, 
in his book on Richard Wagner, proved that 
few artists have had so eventful a life. From 
town to town, from country to country, he 
pursued his ambition. To-day Kapellmeister 
at a German provincial theatre, to-morrow 
in Paris almost dying from starvation; one 
day a court official of the King of Saxony, 
the next a fugitive in a foreign land, pursued 
by a writ; now deprived of all hope and only

Kemble and many others; their sojourns in 
Paris and London, and their friendship with 
Tennyson, this period closing when darkness 
fell upon Browning with the death (in 1861) 
of his “Lyric Love.” The rest of the book 
is devoted to the remaining years of Brown¬ 
ing’s life, the ripest period of his art. The 
volume is rich in material hitherto unpub¬ 
lished, including letters written by Brown¬ 
ing.

The Diary of Gideon Welles. When 
parts of Gideon Welles’s War-Time Diary 
and his Diary of Reconstruction were pub¬ 
lished in the Atlantic Monthly, they were at 
once recognized as the most important his¬ 
toric documents that had coine to light since 
the Civil War. Gideon Welles, Secretary of 
the Navy in Lincoln’s Cabinet, was a keen, 
clear-sighted, shrewd statesman, with a wide 
experience in public life. Through the in¬ 
timate pages of his journal, written day by 
day in war-time and the years after, we get 
the daily history of the conduct of the war 
from the point of view of the administration. 
We learn not only of the conduct of the 
various departments, disputes of the Cabinet 
members, the hopes and disappointments and 
achievements of the government, but, most 
important of all, of Lincoln’s daily relations 
with his Cabinet, showing him big, genial, 
patient and powerful—a true “master of men.” 
Little less important historically is the com¬ 
plete exhibition for the first time of Welles’s 
own character, his good sense, his fidelity, 
his disregard of self, his independence, both 
of character and motive, his judgment, pene¬ 


trating and fair. Of equal importance is the 
daily record of Johnson’s government in the 
Reconstruction period, which fills the third 
volume. The three volumes, fully illustrated 
from rare portraits and views, and contain¬ 
ing a memoir by John T. Morse, Jr., will 
constitute a permanent and indispensable con¬ 
tribution to American history.

Talleyrand the Man. This work, trans¬ 
lated from the French of Bernard De La- 
combe by A. D’Alberti, contains a full 
account of the great diplomatist’s private 
life and final reconciliation to the church 
from hitherto unpublished sources.

Duke. Probably no man alive to-day saw 
as much cavalry service during the Civil 
War or had a more varied military career 
than General Basil W. Duke, of the Confed¬ 
erate Army. He was Morgan’s right-hand 
man and mainstay, and after the latter’s 
tragic death, he commanded Morgan’s Caval¬ 
ry until the close of the war. His services 
were not limited to this command, however. 
At the outbreak of the war he played a promi¬ 
nent part in the struggle against General 
Lyon and his “Wide-Awakes,” leading the 
minute men in the attempt to hold St. Louis 
and Missouri for the Confederacy. General 
Duke describes the last council of war of 
the doomed Confederacy, and his custodian¬ 
ship of the Confederate Treasury when it 
was carried South from Richmond in carts 
shortly before Jefferson Davis was taken 
prisoner.

he sprang and gives to him a commanding 
place not in Irish literature alone, but in the 
world’s literature.

The latter 
part of the book gives a careful resume of 
the author’s trials of the new 7 type of flies in 
his home, waters, together with details of 
specimen used, weather, bottom, time of day.

The Princess. No poem in the English 
language more perfectly merits publication 
in separate attractive form than does Tenny¬ 
son’s “Princess.” Its novelty, its graceful 
plan, the interest of its love story, its wide 
range and constant variety, its gentle humor, 
its picturesque and melodious beauty, and 
above all the exquisite loveliness of the lyrics 
scattered through it, give it supreme charm. 
It riots in opportunities for the artist, and of 
these Howard Chandler Christy has availed 
himself to an unparalleled degree. “The 
Princess"’ is uniform in size with “The Lady 
of the Lake,” and also uniform with that 
title in general format. There are thirteen 
pages in full color, and on each of the other 
pages of the book a marginal illustration in 


two colors. So, as this poem is longer than 
its predecessor in this series of classic pop¬ 
ular English poems illustrated by Mr. Christy, 
the new book is the more elaborate in hav¬ 
ing as many more drawings as it has more 
pages. ( Bobbs-M . $3 n.)

The Blue Bird. This philosopher’s fairy 
tale is destined to take a place in the world’s 
permanent literature.

It 
was the dramatic success of London last 
year, and the greatest triumph that the New 
Theatre in New York has yet achieved. As 
a book it has been printed many times, in 
man}' languages.

more than thirty editions have appeared, and 
as yet the work is less than three years old. 
It was M. Maeterlinck’s particular wish that 
Cayley Robinson, who designed the costumes 
and scenery for the first English production 
of the play, should be chosen as the illus¬ 
trator of this edition. The twenty-eight full- 
page color illustrations and beautiful typog¬ 
raphy and binding make the edition worthy 
of the masterpiece of literature it contains.

Other People. In this volume of draw¬ 
ings hitherto unpublished, together with such 
as have appeared during the past year in 
Life, Colliers, etc., Mr. Gibson, our fore¬ 
most illustrator, begins a new series. This, 
the first Gibson book since 1906, similar in 
size and appearance to “Our Neighbors,” 
“The Weaker Sex,” and other Gibson books, 
includes the most mature and finished pro¬ 
ducts of the great illustrator—mainly pic¬ 
tures in black-and-white, but among them 
some heads in red chalk. Mr. Gibson him¬ 
self is conscious that the division of his time 
between painting and black-and-white work 
has added greatly to his skill in the latter.

Padre Ignacio. Owen Wister tells a story 
of a parish on the California coast, where 
Padre Ignacio, once a member of the gay 
world of Paris, has found “contentment in 
renunciation.” The death of his beloved wife 
had led him into the priesthood and this 
out-of-the-way sheepfold. His one joy was 
in music, and on the poor little church organ 


he played the 
melodies of old- 
fashioned o p- 
eras. Tempta¬ 
tion comes up¬ 
on him in the 
shape of Gas¬ 
ton Villere, a 
well-bred, cul¬ 
tivated Ameri¬ 
can from New 
Orleans, bound 
for the gold¬ 
fields. Gaston so

that after his 
departure Pa¬ 
dre Ignacio determines to sail away secretly. 
At the vessel a letter is handed to him, and 
he reads that Gaston, softened by sorrow, 
and about to die, has come to realize the 
beauty of Padre Ignacio’s active life of 
renunciation. He has sent the gold to buy 
the new organ for which the priest has 
longed in vain. ( Harper.

The Painters of Japan. The delightful 
color-prints of Hokusai, Hiroshigi, Haru- 
nobu, Utamaro and others of the Ukioye 
school of Japanese artists have become wide¬ 
ly known and appreciated, and to many rep¬ 
resent the whole of Japanese painting. These 
prints are the art of the people, more easily 
to be obtained; but behind them, and prac¬ 
tically inaccessible to the foreigner, lies the 
entire wealth of the body of Japanese paint¬ 
ing—the product of the old masters of classic 
schools, such as the Viano and the Tosa, to 
say nothing of the later schools contempo¬ 
rary with the Ukioye, whose work is of 
wholly different kind. From the ninth cen¬ 
tury to the present, Japan has given birth to 
literally hundreds of important painters of 
many schools—of which only one has been 
well understood by the Occidental. Arthur 
Morrison’s two-volume work opens up un¬ 
dreamed-of riches to the art lover. The 
older schools occupy a space proportionate 
to their importance, and many great painters 
never treated in any previous western work 
are fully dealt with. Mr. Morrison has had 
long personal training with at least two of 
the most eminent Japanese experts in art, 
and has a wide acquaintance with modern
